Legislative  leanings  . . . 

Durham  investigation  reports, 
recommends,  attendance  lack 

A Durham  investigation  committee,  a files  okey,  and  permission 
for  a change  in  AWS  election  procedure  were  the  highlights  of  the 
legislative  council  Monday  night. 

A committee  headed  by  Eddie  Durhan,  appointed  at  the 
meeting  held  several  weeks  ago  to  investigate  the  lethargy  of 
Legislative  Council  members  in  attendance  at  legislative  meet- 
ings, reported  on  their  findings,  and  presented  recommendat- 
ions as  to  treatment  of  such  offenders. 

It  was  reported  that  some  members  had  been  absent  from 
' meetings  last  quarter  as  many  as 
five  times.  When  this  fact  was 
disclosed  a discussion  arose  as 
to  the  penalty  that  should  be 
levied. 

Although  a motion  was  passed 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  pro- 
viding that  members  absent  two 
times  without  proxy  be  dismissed 
from  council,  the  “Durham”  com- 
mittee sugested  that  because  some 
members  had  not  been  appointed 
until  well  into  the  quarter,  they 
be  given  an  extension  of  four 
absences  before  being  dismissed. 
It  was  also  a recommendat- 
ion of  the  Durham  committee 
that  members  who  have  al 
ready  missed  four  meetings 
be  contacted  at  the  next  legis- 
lative meeting  and  given  a 
chance  to  explain  their  ab- 
sence before  taking  steps  to 
dismiss  them  from  the  coun- 
cil. 

It  was  reported  that  the  student 
files  proposed  last  meeting  to  be 
placed  in  the  Joseph  Smith  Build- 
ing had  been  okayed  by  Dean 
Lloyd. 

President  LaMyrl  Boyack,  of 
the  AWS,  asked  that  the  elections 
of  the  AWS  officers  to  be  held 
next  quarter,  be  held  during  the 
first  and  second  weeks  to  speed 
up  more  activities  of  that  organ- 
ization. 

Permission  was  granted  and  it 
was  decided  to  hold  the  primary 
elections  for  AWS  officers  Thurs- 
day and  Friday  of  the  first  week 
of  next  quarter.  The  finals  are 
to  be  held  Monday  and  Tuesday 
the  following  week.

Open  forum  disappoints  avid 
supporters  of  Honor  System 

Approximately  thirty-five  students  attended  an  open  forum  held 
Monday  night  in  the  Maeser  building.  Dean  Ashworth,  assisted  by 
Ted  Marshall,  Lorin  Pace,  and  Donna  Deam,  headed  the  discussion 
on  the  honor  system.  , „ .. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  meeting  Ted  Marshall  bluntly  asked 
the  students  to  explain  their  reasons  for  being  at  the  forum.  T ° 
answers  he  received  were  varied. 

Most  of  those  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  were  there  for  the 
prime  reason  of  learning  more  about  the  Honor  System,  and  under- 
standing the  position  of  the  student  in  regards  to  it. 

The  forum  was  then  formally  opened  for  questions  and  dis- 
cussion. The  first  question  pertained  to  the  reporting  of  offenders 
of  the  Honor  Code. 

It  was  made  clear  that  a report  bearing  the  name  of  the  accuser, 
and  the  accused  should  be  written  and  handed  to  any  member  of 
the  Honor  Council.  The  accused  would  then  be  questioned  in  the 
presence  of  his  accuser,  in  regular  session  of  the  Honor  Council,  and 
then  tried.  ’ , , , ,, 

When  one  of  the  members  of  the  discussion  group  asked  whether 
a student  would  be  within  his  rights  to  refuse  to  hand  in  his  paper 
on  an  exam  taken  in  a class  where  cheating  was  obviously  going  on, 
the  answer  was  that  he  must  hand  in  his  paper,  but  should  report 
such  cheating  to  both  the  teacher  and  the  Council. 

If  it  was  found  that  cheating  had  made  the  exam  unfair,  it 
would  be  possible  to  invalidate  the  examination,  and  it  would  be 
stricken  from  the  student  records- 


the  suggestions  brought  to  a rec-

Educator,  organist 
to  feature 
Y concert  series 

A prominent  American  educat- 
or and  an  outstanding  British 
organist  are  to  be  the  features  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University- 
Community  concert  series  slated 
for  next  week  according  to  Her- 
ald R.  Clark,  series  director. 

Geraint  Jones,  British  concert 
and  radio  artist,  will  play  an 
organ  concert  Feb.  15  on  the  BYU 
concert  organ  in  the  Smith  build- 
ing. Dr.  Harry  D.  Gidonese,  pres- 
ident of  Brooklyn  college,  will 
speak  in  the  Provo  tabernacle  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  on  Feb.  16.  Both 
appearances  will  be  at  8:15  p.m. 

The  English  artist  has  gained 
fame  in  his  native  land  through 
both  his  radio  work  and  recitals. 
Iri  the  past  four  years  he  has 
given  more  than  200  concerts  over 
the  facilities  of  the  British 
Broadcasting  Co.  in  addition  to 
the  regular  concert  appearances. 

After  studying  at  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Music  with  G.  D. 
Cunningham,  he  became  organist 
at  Academy  orchestral  concerts 
and  later  was  appointed  to  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  institution. 

A champion  of  contemporary 
composers  as  well  as  a follower 
of  the  old  masters,  Mr.  Jones  has 
an  extensive  repertoire  of  mod- 
ern works.  He  is  also  a specialist 
in  the  works  of  Bach. 

Dr.  Gidonese  is  considered  one 
of  America’s  foremost  economists.

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Maltreatment  of  social  units . . . 

Dear  Editor, 

There  is  a great  deal  of  conversation  and  discussion  on  campus 
currently  about  social  units,  their  rights  and  regulations-  It  is  my 
purpose  in  using  the  “Safety  Valve”,  to  “let  off  some  steam”,  and 
hope  that  the  truth  of  the  matter  may  be  revealed. 

First  of  all,  I guess  I had  better  render  my  own  personal  defi- 
nition of  a social  unit.  As  I understand  it,  it  is  a fraternal  organiza- 
tion to  provide  social  and  recreational  activities;  to  instigate  the 
means  whereby  students  may  become  better  acquainted  through 
association  with  unit  members  and  participation  in  inter-unit  socials; 
and  to  promote  association  and  companionship  with  compatible  per- 
sonalities. In  so  doing,  these  units  are  to  hold  first  and  foremost,  the 
teachings  and  standards  of  the  LDS  church  as  the  guideposts  for 
better  living  and  human  relationships. 

These  organizations  are  for  the  students  and  therefore  should 
be  run  by  students.  My  chief  gripe  is  the  current  prosecution  of 
certain  social  units  for  slight  infractions  of  the  law  which  was  re- 
cently adopted.  (A  law  which  I am  ignorant  as  to  where,  why,  or 
how,  it  was  instituted.) 

Rumor  has  it  that  some  of  the  “mucky  mucks”  (upper 
class)  had  sons  and  daughters  here  during  recent  quarters 
that  felt  slighted  because  they  were  not  invited  into  any  of 
the  social  units.  Was  pressure  applied  by  the  “elite”  to  do 
away  with  traditional  laws  to  save  face  for  their  progeny? 

(I  hope  it’s  only  a rumor!)  Just  what  are  the  real  facts  and 
reasons  for  the  change  in  rules?  From  all  observations, 
everything  was  going  nicely  until  the  present  system  was  es- 
tablished. And  now  with  all  the  red  tape  that  is  involved 
it’s  sour  grapes  for  all  concerned.  The  purpose  of  the  social 
unit  is  being  defeated. 

As  I understand  it,  every  time  a unit  is  to  exchange  parties  or 
plans  an  outing,  they  have  to  schedule  it  with  the  Himes  Office. 
(Those  apron  strings  haven’t  been  shaken  loose  yet.  I should  live 
so  long!!) 

What  business  is  it  of  the  administration  if  a unit  desires  to  serve 
refreshments  at  open  house,  or  send  out  invitations  to  those  who  are 
most  desirable  to  their  respective  units??  The  social  units  should 
have  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  whoever  they  desire.  Compatibility 
and  unity  can  only  exist  between  similar  personalities.  Those  who 
don’t  get  invitations  to  social  units  need  not  feel  slighted,  as  there 
are  numerous  activities  elsewhere. 

The  geographic  clubs,  Lamba  Delta  Sigma,  and  MIA  all 
provide  adequate  activities-  The  first  two  were  organized 
to  provide  entertaining  activities  for  their  specific  groups. 

The  social  units  can’t  accommodiate  the  entire  student  body. 
Who  wants  them  to?  It  seems  to  me  that  there  should  be 
SOME  “reserve”  groups  on  campus  to  act  as  and  with  whom 
they  want.  Or  can’t  they  be  trusted? 

The  infractions  that  the  social  units  have  been  guilty  of  are 
beyond  the  ridiculous.  Such  things  as  having  refreshments  at  open 
house;  sending  invitations  to  open  house  and  rush  parties;  separate 
registration  books,  one  for  desirables,  and  one  for  otners;  and  having 
meetings  to  decide  who  on  campus  to  invite  into  the  unit. 

Cesta  Tie  unfortunately  broke  the  ice,  and  the  result  of 
their  infractions  (which  were  slight)  was  a $1  fine  per  mem- 
ber and  elimination  from  the  Spring  Songfest.  Those  who 
have  followed  haven’t  been  dealt  with  as  harshly  and  if  it 
keeps  up  the  way  it  is  going,  there  will  be  no  use  in  taking 
the  units  to  court.  What  price  justice  (for  all)? 

With  continual  griping  about  a fieldhouse,  student  union,  honor 
system,  and  “chow”,  I don’t  want  to  create  more  discontent,  but 
rather  see  that  justice  is  done  to  these  STUDENT  organizations,  as 
to  their  rights,  and  believe  that  the  facts  should  be  revealed  with  a 
possible  revision  of  the  present  rules,  or  a return  to  the  satisfied 
days  of  the  past.

“Inquiring-Lee” 
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Big  problem  of  day-dreaming  . . . 

Looking  up  new  words  in  the  dictionary  is  the  most  important 
•thing  in  study  and  the  worst  enemy  of  study  is  day-dreaming. 

These  are  the  conclusions  recently  drawn  by  a teacher  of  psy- 
chology at  Southern  Illinois  University  after  a survey  in  a class 
of  52  students. 

Roy  V.  Jordan,  assistant  professor  of  education,  made 
the  study  which  revealed  that  students  do  not  worry  about 
such  things  as  studying  under  a colored  light,  smoking  while 
studying,  or  taking  notes  as  fast  as  you  can  write. 

In  scoring  a list  of  30  questions  Jordan  used  two  methods.  They 
were  scored  both  by  frequency  and  according  to  weighted  opinion, 
using  the  “track-meet”  method.  The  use  of  the  dictionary  as  the 
most  important  phase  of  study  was  ranked  first  by  the  students  in 
both  the  frequencies  and  weighted  opinion  scores.  The  question, 
“Do  you  have  a tendency  to  day-dream  when  you  should  be  study- 
ing?” ranked  second  in  the  weighted  score  and  third  in  frequencies. 
It  far  outranked  the  other  “gremlin”  questions. 

Of  the  six  questions  picked  by  over  ten  students  to  an- 
swer five  dealt  with  problems  that  come  up  after  the  student 
has  actually  started  to  study.  Three  of  them  dealt  with  meth- 
ods of  study,  such  as  skimming  over  an  assignment  before 
actually  sutdying  it  or  making  an  outline  of  it.  The  other 
was  “Do  activities  often  interfere  with  your  study  periods?” 

Other  questions  which  the  students  rated  as  of  great  importance 
were.  “Do  you  sometimes  study  with  the  radio  going  or  with  other 
persons  talking  in  the  same  room?”;  “Do  you  try  to  use  the  facts 
learned  in  one  subject  to  understand  another  subject?”;  “Do  you 
frequently  analyze  your  work  to  see  where  you  are  weak?”;  and 
“Do  you  sometimes  discover  that  you  have  turned  several  pages  in 
your  textbook  but  that  your  ‘mind  is  blank’  for  what  was  said  on 
them?”. 


Favoring  objective 

A recent  campus  poll  conduct- 
ed at  Salem  College  as  to  which 
type  of  examination,  essay  or 
objective,  is  better,  reveals  that 
students  favor  slightly  the  object- 
ive test. 

There  are  49  per  cent  .in  favor 
of  objective,  41  per  cent  in  favor 
of  essay  and  19  per  cent  have 
no  preference.  Ninety  per  cent 
feel  that  an  objective  examination 
calls  for  more  preparation,  nine 
per  cent  feel  that  essay  types  re- 
quire more  study,  while  one  per 
cent  made  no  comjment. 


tests . . . 

Seventy-six  per  cent  cited  ob- 
jective as  indicating  the  truest 
possible  grade,  24  per  cent  essay. 
Students  agreed  that  neither  type 
can  be  given  for  all  or  most  of 
the  courses  in  the  college  cur- 
riculum. 

Here  is  a tendency  to  grade  ob- 
jective exams  on  a curve  basis, 
the  majority  indicated.  Courses 
set  forth  as  adaptable  to  essay 
type  tests  were  literature,  history, 
philosophy  and  economics;  phys- 
ical sciences,  psychology,  mathe- 
matics and  languages  to  objective 
exams. 


Making  Alma  Mater  beneficiary .. . 


A plan  of  life  insurance  for 
seniors  which  will  ultimately 
swell  the  endowment  of  Loyola 
College  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  senior  class  by 
the  Rev.  Matthew  G.  Sullivan, 
S.  J.,  dean. 

Under  the  system  each  senior 
is  asked  to  take  a life-insurance 
policy,  valued  at  $1,000,  which 
would  be  payable  to  Loyola  upon 
the  death  of  the  graduate. 

The  purpose  of  this  long-range 
plan  is  to  provide  a scholarship 


endowment  fund  for  as  many  stu- 
dens  as  possible.  The  plan  as- 
sumes special  significance  inas- 
much as  the  proposed  Federal  aid 
to  educational  institutions  will  as- 
sist state  colleges  only. 

It  was  pointed  out  here  that  a 
recent  graduating  class  at  Yale 
University  had  1,250  students  par- 
ticipating in  a similar  plan. 
Princeton,  Wiliams  and  Vassar 
also  have  similar  endowment  in- 
surance programs.  Princeton  has 
an  average  income  annually  of 
$102,000. 


The  pressure  of  competition  . . . 


Pressure  of  competition  was 
recently  named  as  the  chief  cause 
of  dishonesty  in  taking  examin- 
ations in  a report  released  by  the 
Student  Honor  Committee  of  the 
University  of  Akron. 

This  chief  cause,  according  to 
the  report,  leads  to  unfair  prac- 
tices in  that  it  causes  “students 
overly  interested  in  excelling  to 
resort  to  dishonest  means  in  or- 
der to  obtain,  . . . grade  re- 
wards.” 

Possible  remedies  to  be  ta- 
ken by  faculty  members,  the 
report  pointed  out,  include 
a review  before  and  after  ex- 


aminations, prompt  return  of 
papers,  alternate  seating  ar- 
rangements, a review  of  the 
subject  of  dishonest  practice 
before  each  test,  and  an  hon- 
est attempt  to  play  fair  with 
the  student. 

The  committee  asked  that  fac- 
ulty members  not  give  the  same 
test  twice  during  any  one  year 
nor  use  the  same  test  year  after 
year.  It  suggested  that  tests  should 
cover  relevant  parts  of  the  course, 
and  only  those  which  have  been 
taught.  It  also  requested  that  diff- 
erent sections  of  a class  be  given 
separate  examinations.

Cals  pul  skein  on  line  tomnrrow

Fresh  from  their  seventh  and  eighth  straight  wins  in  Skyline  Six  basketball  competition,  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Cougars  will  try  their  luck  on  the  eastern  slopes  of  the  Rockies  in  three  games 
this  weekend. 

The  pennant-hungry  Cats  are  slated  to  tangle  with  Denver  University  on  Friday  night.  And 
on  Saturday  and  Monday  they  battle  Colorado  A & M at  Fort  Collins. 

Against  Denver  the  Brighams  will  be  opening  the  final  half  of  Skyline  Six  play.  To  date  the  BYU 
' quintet  has  registered  two  wins  ’ 
over  every  team  in  the  confer- 
ence, with  the  exception  of  Wy- 
oming, who  blasted  the  Cougars 
twice  at  the  start  of  the  season. 

The  Pioneers  from  Denver 
dropped  a 63-45  decision  to  the 
locals  at  Denver,  and  lost  55-33 
in  Spring ville.  Colorado  A&M 
was  the  latest  Cat  victim,  taking 
two  on  the  chin  at  Springville 
last  week-end,  46-42  and  63-45. 

If  no  terrific  letdown  is 
experienced  in  the  BYU 
camp,  Coach  Stan  Watts’  cage 
crew  should  return  home  with 
three  more  conference  wins. 

Denver,  however,  may  be  the 
team  to  throw  a monkey 
wrench  in  the  Cougar’s  plans. 

The  DU  quint  is  third  in  the 
title  race,  and  only  last 
week-end  the  Pioneers  scal- 
ped the  Utah  Redskins  twice. 

In  that  series  big  Dale  Toft 
poured  37  points  through  the 
hoop  in  Saturday  night’s  per- 
formance against  the  Utes. 

Colorado’s  Rams,  who  showed 
Provo  fans  a smooth,  hard-play- 
ing brand  of  ball,  will  also  hold 
hopes  of  knocking  the  Y from 
their  high  perch. 

Against  Colorado  last  week 
the  Cats  were  clicking  on  only 
two  of  their  three  big  scoring 
cylinders,  what  with  Roland  Min- 
son  suffering  from  a cold  and 
a streak  of  poor  luck.  But  Min- 
nie should  be  ready  to  roll  now, 
and  if  Mel  Hutchins  and  Joe  Nel- 
son turn  in  their  usual  superb 
performances  the  Cougars  ought 
to  bring  home  three  more  steps 
to  the  conference  title-

The  two  victories  over  Tooele 
were  costly  ones  for  the  Kittens 
because  it  cost  them  the  services 
of  two  of  their  three  tallest  men. 
Boyd  Jarman  suffered  some  torn 
ligaments  and  will  be  out  for  at 
least  two  weeks,  while  Glen  Rupp 
injured  his  back  and  may  very 
well  be  out  for  the  season. 

As  a result,  Soffe  will  have 
to  revamp  his  offense,  which 
had  been  based  on  a double 
post  prior  to  the  injuries  of 
Jarman  and  Rupp. 

“We  may  keep  the  center 
out,  and  have  the  middle  op- 
en,” he  said.  “We  still  have 
a good  team.” 

Scoring  statistics  bore  him  out. 
Team  records  show  that  all  the 
Kittens  have  been  doing  their 
share  of  the  point-getting. 

Heading  the  parade  is  Joe  Rich- 
ey, the  Arizona  flash.  Joe  has 
average  11.9  points  in  eight 
games  while  tallying  95  points. 

Loren  Dunn,  big  center,  and 
Harold  Christensen,  rangy  guard, 
trail  Richey  with  65  points.  Chris’ 
record  is  a little  better  since  his 
total  is  for  seven  games.

Cowboys,  Cats 
keep  pace  in 
race  for  crown 

The  Wyoming  Cowboys  climbed 
back  on  top  of  the  Skyline  Six 
scramble  by  topping  the  Utah 
Redskins  42-39  Monday  night  at 
Laramie.  The  Cowboys  now  hold 
a one-half  game  lead  over  the 
second  place  Cougars. 

The  Denver  Pioneers  streng- 
thened their  hold  on  third  place 
with  dual  wins  over  the  hapless 
Redskins  at  Denver.  The  Pioneers 
thumped  the  Utes  62-37  on  Friday 
and  came  back  the  next  night  to 
trounce  Vadal’s  “has  beens”  69- 
44  with  Dale  Toft  coming  within 
two  points  of  tying  the  conference 
record  of  39  points.  He  set  a rec- 
ord for  one  half  with  30  points 
the  second  half. 

In  the  only  other  confer- 
ence action  Utah  State  drop- 
ped the  Colorado  Rams  deep- 
er into  the  cellar  with  a 48- 
46  win  at  Logan  Monday 
night.  The  winless  Rams  have 
lost  12  straight.  Possibly  one 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  rest 
of  the  conference  is  not  tak- 
ing the  Ram  games  lightly. 
BYU  has  a great  chance  to  take 
over  undisputed  possession  of  first 
place  this  coming  wekend.  The 
Cougars  play  at  Denver  Friday 
and  follow  up  with  two  games 
at  Fort  Collins  against  the  Rams 
Saturday  and  Monday  nights. 

The  Utah  State  Farmers 
have  an  excellent  chance  to 
pick  up  ground  on  the  third 
place  Denver  Pioneers.  They 
play  a home  and  home  series 
with  Utah  this  weekend. 

Wyoming  is  enjoying  an  el- 
even day  rest  from  conference 
play  and  does  not  see  Skyline 
Six  competition  until  Feb.  17 
when  they  travel  to  Denver. 


Toft  takes  lead 


in  scoring  race 
with  big  night 


With  more  than  half  of  the  sea- 
son gone,  sophomore  center  Dale 
Toft  of  Denver  seems  to  be  well 
on  his  way  to  conference  scor- 
ing honors.  The  flashy  Pioneer 
ace  hit  for  the  eason  high  of 
37  points  against  Utah  last  Sat- 
urday to  jum|p  into  the  lead  in 
both  total  points  and  average 
points  per  game. 

Joe  Nelson,  BYU  forward,  is 
runner-up  in  both  of  these  de- 
partments, with  142  points  to 
Toft’s  164  and  an  average  of  14.2 
as  against  Toft’s  16.4. 

Team  leaders  Include  LaDell 
Anderson  of  Utah  State,  Glen  An- 
derson of  Colorado  A&M  Glen 
Smith  of  Utah  and  John  Pilch 
of  Wyoming. 

The  outstanding  individual  duel 
of  the  week  should  take  place 
tomorrow  night  when  BYU  and 
Denver  tangle  at  the  mile-high 
city.  Opposing  centers  in  that  tilt 
will  be  Mel  Hutchins  and  Toft. 
Hutchins’  defensive  work  has 
been  outstanding  to  date  and  fans 
will  wait  to  see  how  the  high- 
scoring  Toft  does  with  Mel 
guarding  him.

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BYU  fans  were  wondering  how  a team  as  good  as  Colorado  A & 
M could  lose  all  their  conference  games  after  watching  the  Rams 
in  action  on  the  Springville  floor  last  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 
And  with  good  reason.  Coach  Bebe  Lee’s  five  was  fast,  possessed 
height,  and  had  some  fine  shots  in  Allen,  O’Boyle,  and  Glen  Ander- 
son. 

Working  off  a series  of  screens,  the  Rams  surprised  the  Cougars, 
who  had  not  seen  them  in  action,  in  the  first  half  of  the  Friday  en- 
counter. But  Stan  Watts  must  have  diagnosed  the  Cat’s  defensive 
mistakes,  for  the  second  half  was  a completely  different  story- 

In  that  second  half  defeat  seems  to  lie  the  reason  for  the  Ram’s 
winless  skein.  The  team  is  young  and  largely  inexperienced  and 
a half-time  lead  isn’t  something  they  can  be  sure  of  holding.  The 
same  thing  happened  again  up  at  Utah  State  Monday.  Holding  a 
23-18  midway  edge,  the  Rams  went  down  to  a 48-46  defeat. 

But  give  that  team  a year’s  experience,  and  they’ll  be  an  awful- 
ly hard  team  to  beat.  The  same  holds  true  for  Denver,  doing  very 
well  this  year,  and  Utah.  This  year’s  leaders,  BYU  and  Wyoming, 
are  going  to  have  rough  times  for  the  next  several  years. 


Last  week  was  full  of  surprises  for  us.  One  of  the  biggest  came 
when  we  read  Hack  Miller’s  column  last  Sunday.  Hack  was  writing 
from  Denver  and  the  gist  of  his  epistle  was  that  Denver  didn’t  par- 
ticularly want  the  Skyline  Six  tournament  for  the  next  two  years. 

He  went  on  to  explain  that  Denver’s  other  sports  interests,  in- 
cluding pro  basketball  and  hockey,  satiated  the  sports  fans’  interest 
(and  depleted  their  pocketbooks). 

We’ve  never  been  able  to  explain  why  (1)  a conference  tourna- 
ment was  held  in  the  first  place  (2)  it  was  held  in  Denver. 

If  they’re  going  to  continue  with  Skyline  Six  pre-season  tourney 
we  d like  to  suggest  that  they  make  it  worthwhile  by  inviting  the 
three  top  teams  in  the  conference  and  five  independent  colleges. 
In  this  way,  fans  could  get  an  idea  of  how  well  the  Skyline  teams 
stack  up  against  the  rest  of  the  nation. 


And  if  Denver  doesn’t  want  the  tournament,  why  force  it 
them?  We’re  sure  the  affair  would  fill  up  the  Utah  fieldhouse 
the  three  days  in  which  it  runs.
